RECIPROCITY IS FAVORED. 


Members of the Commercial club of Chi- 


cago have contributed $150,000 to the work 


of rescuing and helping delinquent and de- 


last night at the club’s annua! meeting. 

The special committee appointed . some 
time ago to raise the money reported that 
the subscriptions were payable one-third 
immediately, one-third in one year, and yet 
remainder in two years. 

Of the amount, $50,000 is to be set sindiie 
for the constructionof a State School for 
Delinquent Boys, to be established under. 
the act passed by the last Legislature, pro- 
vided that a suitable site is given by other 
dcnors. 

One hundred thousand dollars of ‘the 
amount will be devoted to the uses of the 
Glenwood. School for Dependent Boys, of 
which not moré than $50,000 may be ex-. 
pended on buildings, the remainder to be 
invested as a trust fund for the benefit of 
the school and to be known as the Commer- 
celal club fund. 

Origin of the Project. 

The ‘committee charged with the duty ‘oft 
raising the fiind for delinquent boys con- 
sisted of ten members, of whom W. J. Chal- 
mers was selected as chairman. - 

The projected Schoo! for Delinquents was 
suggested by Judge Tuthill, whose idea is to 
' provide a suitable home for such boys as'the 
Juvenile Court might decide ought not be 
permitted to associate with the boys at 
‘Glenwood, which school was intended for 
dependents and not for delinquents. The 
committee investigated the question thor- 
oughly and examined Glenwood and one 
juvenile schools.

wete passed at the

Whereas, The United States has become a great. 
manufacturing nation, and desires to maintain 
and increase its foreign markets, not only for anne 
products but for those of the factory; and 

Whereas, The idea of a friendly reciprocity * 
trade relations with other nations has been fa- 
vored by statesmen from Jeffegson to McKinley; 
Whereas, There is now proposed a treaty with 
France: under which that nation admits the prod- 
uct and manufactures of the United States on 
most favorable terms, while demanding in return 
but comparatively slight concessions from wus; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Commercial 
club of Chicago that reciprocal trade relations 
with foreign nations are necessary to the best in-

ratification. | 
The general discussion, aside from the fore- 


going business, which followed the dinner, 
was on the question. of ‘‘ The Isthmian 
Canal,’ in which the principal speaker 


‘was an expert, George 8. Morison of New 


York, one of the members of the Walker 
Canal commission. Mr. Morison, after re- 
viewing the whole question, came.out flat- 
footed in favor of the Panama route. 


Ripley’s Views on Canal. 

President E. P, Ripley of the Santa Fé 
railroad, opened the discussion on the canal. 

“I do not oppose the canal,"’ he said, be- 
cause I am the representative of a transcon- 
tinental railroad. It fs as a citizén and not 
as a railroad man that I intend to discuss 
the question. You doubtless have read of 
the ‘ lobby of the transcontinental] railroads ’ 
which is said to be fighting the passage of 
the canal bill in Washington. I do not be- 
lieve that there has ever been such a lobby. 
I can say for one road that it has not raised 
@ finger or spent a dollar to defeat that bill. 

“The question is to be looked at from a 
commercial and a military point of view. 
It can never be profitable. If its construc- 
tion costs $200,000,000 the interest on that 
sum at 8 per cent will amount to $6,000,000 
annually and the cost of maintenance will 
be not less than $2,000,000. The total esti- 


mated receipts will not exceed $6,400,000, so 


there will be a yearly deficit of $1,600,000.

The isthmian cana! is not 
a canal proper—it is not a canal for the 
purpose of extending sea navigation in com- 
petition with railroads, but to decrease that 
navigation. The canal between Lake Su- 
perior and Lake Huron is an instance in 
point. 

“At Nicaragua there would have to be 
fifty miles of canal from the east coast 
through a swamp to the river, fifty miles of 
river navigation, seventy miles across the 
lake, and fifteen miles of canal down to the 
Pacific. There would be eight locks; and 
the actual time in transit would be thirty- 
three hours. A ship probably would have to 
lay up one or two nights in the canal. 

“ The length of the Panama Canal would be 
less than one-third that of the Nicaragua 
Canal, so that a vessel entering in the morn- 
ing would leave it the following day. It has 
the disadvantage that its mouth would be 
500 miles farther from San Francisco tham 
that of the more northerly route, but this 


‘ts more than offset by the time that would be 


lost in transit through and lying up In. the 
Nicaragua Canal.”’

DEIVER IS IGNORANT OF HIS

Davies’ hat rolled through the window into 
the street. The cabman descended from his 
perch to recover it, and then placed it on the 
head of Davies, who was leaning heavily. 
against the side of the vehicle. The occu- 
pant groaned asthe hat was replaced, but the 
cabman thought tt was nothing serious, and 
the journey was continued. It is now 
thought Davies was time 
dled soon afterward. 


Arrives at the House. 
When Cabman Mack reached the Davies 
residence he opened the door to the cab, and 
there found the young man still in the same 
position. Thinking it a case of drunkenness 


or faint, he went into the house and notified | 


_Frederick Davies that his brother was down- 
stairs. 

“ Wake up, Harry,” said the brother, going | 
to the cab and attempting to shake the man. 
He, too, did not recognize death. 


Another look at the pale face aroused him | 


to a sense that something was wrong. 
afraid he’s dead,” “he said, ae he di- 
rected the cabman to help carry. the body 
into the house, where the limp form was 
deposited on a couch. 

As they did so, Mre. Davies, the mother, 
entered the parlor. She knelt beside the body

Many at Appleton, Wis., Stricken with 
‘the Disease Break Through 
tine Lines and Officials Are Helpless. 


Appleton, Wis., Jan. 25.—[Special.]—It was 
estimated today by physicians that there are 
200 cases of smallpox in the city, and tonight 
the physicians signed an appeal to the people 
for aid, without which they acknowledge 
their. inability to cope with the disease, so 
greatly and rapidly has it spread. 

Fifty guards with special police authority 
have for weeks been maintained to enforce 
quarantine, and red placarded guardhouses 
on sleighs have been distributed in front of 
residences allabout the city. Notwithstand- 
ing these precautions it has been found im- 
possible to check the spread of the disease. 

One man suffering from the disease was 
discovered last night at a dance and ejected. 
Three others escaped from a guarded house 
and mingled with the crowds on the streets. 

There have been few deaths, as most of 
the persons strickén by the disease had it in 
a mild form. At Freedom, a village six 
miles from Appleton, there are reported to be 
sixty cases of smallpox.

For. forty-seven. years Mr. Pearsons’ life 
hes interwoved with the history of | 
“Evanston: built the first’ frame house 
‘in the north‘shore suburb; establishea the 
first express service between there'and Chi- 
gago, and was instrumental tn the conatruc- } 
tion of the first church in the town, which: 
was then almost a wilderness. He was prom- 
inent in the development of the town and of: 
Northwestern University. 

Mr. Pearsons was a lineal descendant of 
Israel Putnam, being the son of John and 
Hannah Painam Pearsons. He was born at 
Chicago in 1853. 

When Northwestern University bought 480 | 
acres of land twelve miles north of the Chi- 
cago City Hall, Mr. and Mrs. Pearsons were 
induced by President Hinman, an olf Ver- 
mont acquaintance, to become pioneers in 
the settlement of the future City of Evans- 
ton. In March, 1854, they moved into the 
only tnhabitable house on that-tract of land 
which Hes north of Dempster street and east 
of Ridge avemue to the lake. ‘Thehouse was 
a story and a half high, and stood near Hin- 
man avenue and Lake street. A year later 
Mr. Pearsons hauled lumber from Chicago 
and built a new house, into which he moved 


| in the spring of 1855. The house is at 1714 


Chicago ‘avenue, and Mr. Pearsons has lived 
in it ever since. He was for many years 
engaged in the lumber business, but retired 
about fifteen years ago. 

Mr. Pearsons was one of the founders of 
the Desplaines camp-meéeting, and has been 
present a4 ali of its al gatherings. His 
wife was President of the Women’s Educa- 
tional association, whose institute, the Col- 
lege cottage, has aded young women in their 
college life. 

In the ploneer days Mr. Pearsons, with the 
assistance of Major Mulford’amd a few other 
arranged a celeDration of the 
Fourth of July. . Hé produced the music with 
a clarinet, on which he had played in a 
Vermont band-during the Harrison log cabin 
campaign of 1840. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was read by Mr. Pearsons’ l1-year- 
old son. 

Mr. Pearsons is survived by a widow, aged 
81 years, and one son, H. A. Pearsons, who 
lives at 1718 Chicago avénue, Evanston, and 
is engaged in the banking business fm Chi- 

cago. Before Mr. Pearsons’ death four gen- 
erations of the family were living.

BULLET HOLE 1N HEAD. 


Detectives Think Victim Was 
Killed While Sleeping and — 
Corpse Hidden. 


CLEWS FISHED OUT OF RIVER 


Shot through the head and instantly killed 
while lying in bed, clothed with garments 
Which showed no biloodstains, and then 
thrown beneath a sidewalk at 72 Jefferson 
Street, where the dead body was found, is the 
‘police theory of the fate of an unidentified 

young man whose body lies at the county 
morgue. 

The police have no clew to the supposed 
murderer or the motive for the crime. A 
partly burned pillow and blanket, both blood- 
Stained, found in the river near Twelfth 

Street, are thought to have figured in the 

mysterious death. i 

_ Body Seen by Teamsters. 

The body was found shortly after 8 o'clock 
Yesterday morning by teamsters of the Mox- 
ley ‘Butterine company. Half an hour later 
the partiy burned pillow and blanket were 
found in the river. After conducting an in-— 
vestigation, Lieutenant O'Connor said he be- 
jieved the victim had been shot while lying 
in a bed. The fact that the body was still 
Warm when found convinced him that the 
victim was killed in the early hours of the 
morning. His body was then, it is thought, 
hauled in a wagon to the vacant lot in Jef- 

mon street and deposited beneath the 
sidewalk. 

The vacant lot where the body was found is 
just south of Madison street and in the cen- 
ter of the West Side lodging-~house district. 
An alley skirts the south end of the lot and 
another alley extends on the north end, It 

“would be an easy matter, the police say, for

Corpse Warm When Found. 

In the alley to the south of the lot is locat- 
ea the big barn of the’Moxiey company. 
Bhortiy after 8 o'clock Thomas Durkin, 2900 | 
Quinn stréet, happened to glance beneath 
the sidewalk and saw the form of a negro 
lying on the ground. He called John Mc- 
Cann, 30 Twenty-fifth place, and H. Wagner, 
149 Cornelia street, and all three crowded 
benéath the sidewalk. The men shook the 
body until convinced that Hfe was extinct, 

/aithough the remains were still warm. 

An examination of the body showed a bul- 
jet hole in the back of the head. The bullet 
Rad taken an‘ upward course and had 
emerged through the forehead. The posi- 
tien of the wound is such, the police say, 
thie victim could not have fired the shot him- 
geif. No revoiver was found, and a signili- 
fre fact was the total absence of bwod.

The affidavit sets forth that on Sept. 18, 
1900, a bill of goods, consisting of purses, 
ash trays, card cases, and similar goods were 
purchased of A. C. McClurg & Co. at a cost

Driven by poverty to find fuel. along the 
tracks in:the railway yards, Mrs. Clara 
Hundzeiger of 3611 Princeton avenue lost 
her life yesterday. She wae struck by an 
Eastern Illinois passenger train.

Princess Irene enjoys the singular and, I 
believe, the altogether’ unique distinction 
of having about 4,000 godfathers. Born dur- 
ing the war of 1866, her father, Prince Louis 
of Hesse, requested the officers and men of 
the Hessian regiments forming part of the 
cavalry brigade under his command to stand 
sponsors to his baby/girl, and at the chris- 
tening, which took. place after the termina- 
tion of the hostilities, deputations of officers, 
non-commissioned officers, and men from 
each regiment were present in order to ex- 
press in the name of their respective regl- 
ments the readiness of the latter to assume 
the customary spiritual, moral, and material 
obligations towards their godchild. 

It was a sad war, and it is possible that the 
fact of her advent into the world having 
been made while it was in progress is in 
some way accountable for the fact that she 
is more serious-minded and less given to 
frivolity than the majority of royal women.

Thus Princess Irene’s father, 
Prince Louis, was compelled, by reason of 
the fact that the grand duchy of Hesse had 
thrown in its lot with Austria, to lead the 
Hessian cavalry against Prussia, while his 
younger brothers, whose entire military 
careers had been spent in the Prussian 
army, remained true to the flag to which 
they had sworn allegiance and fought in the 
Prussian ranks against Austria and her 
Hessian ally. Moreover, one of the principal 
Prussian commanders was the father of 
Prince Henry—namely: Unser Fritz,” aft- 
erwards Emperor Frederick ITI., and the 
favorite brother-in-law and most intimate 
friend of Prince Louis of Hesse. 

Small wonder, then, that the combatants 
on both sides yearned for a termination of 
the conflict, and so universal was the grati- 
tude when at length peace was restored that 
it was resolved to signalize its conclusion : 
by giving the name of “ Irene,”’ which means 
peace, to the little Princess whose christen- 
ing coincided with the end of the war. It 
was on this account that Princess Irene 
throughout her girlhood was known as the 
Friedenskind,”’ or Child of Peace.”

It was the 
latter plea that he put forward in persuading 
old Emperor William to refuse his sanction 
to ‘the union, and it was not until Frederick 
had succeeded to the throne and was near to 
the end of his brief reign of less than 100 
days that the marriage took place, one of 
the most pathetic figures at the ceremony 
being the dying and speechless Emperor.

_ Princess Irene. has three boys, the eldest 
of whom, Prince Waldemar, is now 12 years 
of age, and holds the rank of Lieutenant in 
the army as well asin the navy, to which lat- 
ter branch of service he ts to devote his future 
career. Prince and Princess Henry have 
their home at Kiel, where the Princess is 
able to enjoy her taste for yachting to her 
heart’s content, and it may safely be assert- 
ed that there is no woman in Germany whois 
able to handle a boat so cleverly, even in the 
stiffest kind of weather, as the consort of 
Prussia’s sailor Prince. They make their 
headquarters in what is known as the old 
‘‘schioss"’ or palace, which was built way 
back in the thirteenth century and enlarged 
by Empress Catherine II. of Russia in the 
eighteenth century, and is now a comfortable 
and at the same time stafely residence, far 
more homelike, indeede than. the. majority 
of royal -palaces. 

Kiel is the great naval arsenal and strong- 
hold of the German Empire, as well as the 
headquarters of the German yachting world. 
Owing to this there is an essentially mari- 
time flavor about its society, which loks 
for direction and guidance to the Prince and 
Princess, and which centers around them. 
Indeed, the tone which prevails is charac- 
terized by a cordiality, @ straightfornward- 
ness, and a “politesse de ceur’’ which 
presents a pleasing contrast to the insinceri- 
ty and somewhat hollow courtesy of court 
life and of the great world at Berlin.

Six months ago it fell 
to 11 cents, and this week it has gone down 
to 10 cents. It is still, however, two cents 
dearer than alcohol, and a lamp that burns 
a quart of petroleum in three hours if read- 
justed for alcohol burns only a quart of the

Had not Picquart’s gratefulness to the Eng- 
Msh nation for their sympathy with him dur- 
ing the Dreyfus affair prevented him, he 
would certainly have offered his sword to 
Kruger. He was, at the time of his dis- 
grace, one of the foremost young officers in 
the French army. 

The most important changes that have 
been made in the army since its reorganiza- 
tion under the present republic are contem- 
plated. The government fs still afraid of 
the leading Generals, some of whom, even 
the most republican in sentiment, will not 
allow themselves to be guided wholly by 
political considerations. Even General Bru- 
gére, the commander of the army, is now 
‘‘ suspect,” as the French say, and it is 
said General André and Waldeck-Rousseau 
have decided not to renew the “letter of 
srvice’’ granting him supreme command in 
case of war. Should General Brugére’s 
“letter of service’ be unrenewed, General 


“André, the present Minister of War, would 


take supreme active command of the troops, 
while General Brugére would. simply be 
Commandant-in-Chief of the troops on the 
Franco-German frontier and Vice President 
of the Superior Council of War. Such a 
change would be of enormous consequence, 
for it would necessitate a soldier in the posi- 


tion of Minister of War. General André, the 


present Minister of War, owes his position 
to his pdlitical action in the Dreyfus case and 


not to his ability in military matters. Even 


the government makes ‘no secret of this, for 


‘until he gave the order to his troops to ab- 


stain from reading the Patrie, Presse, and 


all reactionary papers, he was an_ obscure, 


second-rate General, who otherwise would 
never have been heard of. While General 
Brugére is as Republican as General André, 


he has a military reputation back of him, 


and won his grade by his knowledge of mil- 
itary ecience.

LOOKS TO TIMES AHEAD. 


Human Race Soon to Mount to 
Higher Plane of Thought 
and Power. 


OUTLOOK IS A BRIGHT ONE. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Jan. 25.—H. G. Wells, the scien- 
tific novelist, who out-Darwins Darwin, and 
dares to direct a confident gaze upon a future 
still @ons distant, delivered a lecture at the 
Royal Institute last night on “ Discovery of 
the Future.” 
Mr. Wells’ address was purely scientific 
and philosophical, but its tenor was that the 
present race of man is to be infinitely ele- 
vated above present conditions. He said: 
* We are at the beginning of the greatest 
change that humanity has ever undergone. 
‘There will be no shock, as there is no shock 
at a cloudy daybreak. We are creatures of 
twilight, but out of our minds and the lineage 
of our minds will spring minds that wil) 
reach forward fearlessly. 
“A day will come—one day in the unend- 
ing succession of days—when the beings now 
latent in our thoughts, hidden in our loins, 
shall stand on-this earth as one stands on 4 
footstool, and they shall laugh and reach 
out their hands among the stars.” 
In the crowded assembly that listened, in- 
terested and enthusiastic, were Dr. Dewar, 
Sir William Crookes, Professdér Armstrong, 
Lord Rayleigh, and Sir Frederick Bram- 
well. The lecture has already aroused wide- 
spread interest and will ai apes be much 
Looking Into the Future. 
Along certain lines, with certain limita- 
tions, Mr. Wells argued that a working

As during the last 
century the amazing searchlight of tnfer- 
ence had been passed into the remoter past, 
go by seeking for operating causes instead 
of for fossils the searchlight of inference 
might be thrown into the future.

REISSUES “WAU-BUN.” 


Originally Published in 1855 by the 


Deals with Early Settlement of the 
City, the Fort Dearborn Massacre, 
and the Famine Among the Indians— 

Title to Lake Front Lands One Sub-. 
ject Mentioned, 


A book of more than passing interest has 
been republished after a second editing by 
Mrs. Eleanor Kinzie Gordon, the wife of 
General W. W. Gordon, the hostess of Rear 
Admiral and Mrs. Schley at Savannah. The 
book, ** Wau-bun,” was published by Mrs. 
John H. Kinzie, the “ oldest woman in Chi- 
cago,”” in 1855. In sending it forth in new 
form, with more modern illustrations and 
binding, Mrs. Gordon has renewed interest 
in one of the best histories of life in the 
Northwest. 

Particularly is the story of interest to Chi- 
cagoans because it deals almost entirely 
with the early settlement of the city, the 
Fort Dearborn massacre, and the struggles 
of the early settlers in building the founda- 
tion of a great city in whose future Mrs. 
Kinzie shows the early settlers had abso- 
lute faith. ‘Fhe writer of the book was 


who married John H. Kinzie, son of John 
Kinzie, the vld Indian trader. 
The meaning of the word wau-bun, ac- 
cording to the author, who gives it as a 
translation from the Ojibway vocabulary,. 
is *‘ the dawn—the break of day.”’ 


Title to Lake Front Land. 


The book contains the following pertinent 
ailusion to the lake front lands for which 
the Pottawatomie Indians of Dowagiac, 
Mich., and vicinity received $100 each on 
Friday: 

“It was in the year 1816 (the year of the 
rebuilding of the fort, after its destruction 
by the Indians) that the tract of land on 
which Chicago stands, together with the 
surrounding country, was ceded to the 
United States by the Pottawatomies. They 
remained the peaceful occupants of it, how- 
ever, for twenty years longer. It was not 
until 1836 that they were removed by gov- 
ernment to lands on the Upper Missour!i."’ 

In the year 18380 the town of Chicago was 
laid out into lots by commissioners appoint- 
ed by the State. At this time the prices of 
these lots ranged from $10 to $60. 

Mr. Kinzie, who from the ‘geographical 
position of this place and the vast fertility 
of the surrounding country, had always fore- 
told its prosperity and importance, was not 
permitted to witness the realization of his 
predictions. He closed his useful and en- 
ergetic life on Jan. 6, 1828, having just com- 
pieted his sixty-fifth year. 

Walk from Portage to Chicago. 

While describing the trip of herself and 
husband from Portage to Chicago in the 
early '30s, Mrs. Kinzie relates the hardships 
endured, as they were compelled to walk. 
On their journey they met Long John ”’ 
Wentworth for the first time. 

Mrs. Kinzie relates with considerable rel- 
ish a story of a dance at Hickory Creek, 
which was attended by Medard Beaubien, 
Robert Kinzie, and Gholson Kercheval. 
The story is given briefly: 

“The ladies were for the most part white, 
or what passed for such, with an occasional 
dash of copper color. There was no lack 
of bombazet gowns and large white pocket 
handkerchiefs, perfumed with oil of cinna- 
mon, and as they took their places in long 


ry and happy company. 

* But the gentlemen grew more and mo 
gallant, the girls more and more delight 
with their’ attentions, the country swains, 


In vain they pigeon-winged and double- 
shuffied—in vain they nearly dislocated hips 
and shoulders at ‘hoe corn and dig pota- 
toes "—they had the mortification to perceive 
that the smart young springs from Chicago” 
had their ‘ pick and choose’ among their 
sweethearts.”’ 

The conclusion was’ that to get even the 
country boys cut the manes and tails from 
the three city men’s horses. 

The narrative closes with a description of 
the famine among the Indians. Mrs. Kinzie 
also wrote the *“‘ Massacre of 1812"’ at the 
dictation of her mother and her sister, Mra. 
lielm, who were eye witnesses.

“Bob” Kneebs (pronounced “ Nibs’*’) 
Gied last Wednesday at Sioux City, Ia., after 
Sdriefiliness. 

‘Kneebs was kriown to all trotting horse 
pedple*in all parts of the world where the 
sport of harness racing is carried on, and 
his name was undoubtedly more familiar 
in Burope than that of any other American 
horseman. This latter circumstance was 
Gue to the fact that only a few years ago the 
cid man was concerned in an alleged “‘ ring- 
ing” escapade, which resulted in his im- 
Prisonment by the German governmental 
@uthorities for a period of several months, 
and when he finally freed himself from the 
ciutches of the foreign law it was only at 
the expense of most of his property. 

The details of that affair are familiar to | 
horsemen. Kneebs, who had always been 
known on this side of the water as a devil- 
may-care sort of man, with an undercurrent 
of determination that in earlier days had 
carried him through many a tight place 
where personal courage of the highest order 
was the only salvation in sight, concluded 
that a trip to Europe with a trotter or two 
would not be a bad idea from a financial 
standpoint, and accordingly he left here, not 
making much fuss over the matter of his 
Geparture, with a pair of mares calied Bethel 
and Nellie Kneebs. Bethel was a. well- 
known campaigner, with a mark well below 
8:20, while Nellie Kneebs was without. a 
record. The mares were strangely alike in 
Personal appearance, and it was charged 
that Kneebs raced Bethel as Nellie Kneebs. 

Accused by Former Partner. 

* A @issatisfied original partner in the enter- 
se exposed the scheme while the so-called 
Nellie Kneebs was trotting in Germany, and 
the arrest and imprisonment followed. After 
months of litigation an official visit was 
made to the Kneebs’* farm near Sioux City, 
but althotgh there were certain circum- 
stances that tended to confirm the belief 
that a’ change had beén. made in’ the mares 
there was no legal proof, and the matter was 
dropped, although the mare believed by both 
Germans and Americans to be Bethel was 


After this exciting episode in his career. 
Kneebs returned to the American turf, and 
in 1900. appeared at Detroit with a-pacer 
called Plenty, a son of the Colorado sire 
Superior, that he started in the Chamber of 
Commerce Stdke, a. classic. event among 
the sidewheelers: Plenty: wes a homely 
nag, and the additior of hobbles, spreaders, 
and rigging of a.peculiar sort did vot 
improve his: appéarance. He was beaten 
out of sight. in the Detroit race, but last sum-

On the other hand, Boralma him- 
self is no stranger to lameness, as witness 
the $10,000 Massachusetts stake of 1900, 
which -he-won limping. But the difference 
betweén Boralma and Lord Derby dn the mat- 
ter of lameness is that the former will go on 
a trot all the time even when he has but 
three gooé legs, while Lord Derby, once lame, 
is as gdéod as beaten. That he has more 
speed and real gameness, when fit, than 
Boralma, no one who saw the two race last 
season can deny, but in respect of making 
a race to be trotted six months or more 
‘from now Boralma is in many respects the 
more likely horse of the two to come to the 
post in order for a battle, and no doubt Mr, 
Lawson, who is above all things shrewd, 
had this fact in mind when he made the 


match. 


Has The Abbot Gone Back? 

A good deal is being made of the fact 
that Ihe Abbot has a record of 2:038% when 
the match with Boralma is being considered.

The only reason for this state of affairs 
beside a lack of attention andeuggestion was 
the heavy snowfall in this vicinity and the 
huge and wide oracks that seamed the lake’s 
frozen surface. Sometimes these cracks 
would open wide and again the crumbling 
sides would be pushed up into the air many 
feet, rendering their crossing with an ice- 
boat impossible and being a constant source 
of danger. 

But of late years the snowfall has not been 
of proportion sufficient to bother, and the 
cracks seem to have been so distributed and 
controlled that their former dangers and 
difficulties have been to a great degree elimi- 
nated. 

Now there are on Lake Winnebago at least

It permits yachts in schooner or yaw!

N the occasion of the recent live stock 
show in Chicago it was remarked all 
over the city how cattlemen from the 
West had flooded hotels, restaurants, 

, and even saloons with silver 
dollars. Such a landslide of silver had not 
been experienced in years, and banks espe- 
cially remarked the influx. 

The circumstance was illustrative of some- 
thing which may be termed fashions in 
money, as applied to the provincial sections 
of the United States. For current money in 
New York may be not at all popular in San 
Francisco, and the Chicago one-cent piléce, 
which does such universal duty everywhere, 
finds its occupation gone west of Omaha and 
Kansas City and south of the Missouri River. 
But the recognition or non-recognition of the 
penny is something wholly apart from the 
fashions in money. 

In the recent flooding of Chicago with silver 
dollars it was recognized to be the incoming 
of Western men who did it. As a metropol- 
itan city Chicago was not particularly sus- 
ceptible to such a flood. Tt has no objection 
to carrying $3 worth of silver in a pocket; 
as a rule, it makes no protiest on $5, divided 
between two pockets. At the same time, the 
$1 and §2 silver certificate is accepted readily 
enough. In fact, any New-Yorker coming to 
Chicago for several years past has com- 
plained that heis loaded down with change in 
silver. Six months ago ata prominent down- 
town hotel a New-Yorker was protesting that 
he had seen more silver dollars in four days 
than he had seen in New York in six weeks. 
In New York a silver dollar seldom is given 
in change without an apology; the $1 and $2 
certificates are almost universal. , 


Arrival of Small Billsin Chicago.

For an Eastern man to go intoa San Fran- 
cisco business-house with a $10 or $20 bill 
would be to subject himself to suspicion in 
a moment. For a San Francisco man to go 
into a New York house with a $10 or $20 gold 
piece would frighten an ordinary cashier 
stiff. Even a Chicago house is inclined to 
hold up a gold piece to the light to eee if 
it is transparent or plated, or sométhing. 
And from New York to the western boundary 
of Montana, at least, everybody objects to 
the gold piece on the grounds of fear of losing 
it or in paying out the $5 piece for a nickel. 


Green backs Scorned in California. 
A Chicago man who spent several weeks 


in San Francisco recently tells a hard4duck 


story concerning a new §20 bill which he 


carried out there with him. It was a green- 


back, without fleck or flaw on it, and with 


the silk threads showing through the crisp 
paper in every evidence of good faith.

There are many freakish circumstances 
connected with the country’s media of ex- 
change. One of these novel situations ina 
Western city arose when the local gas com- 
pany put in meters of drop-a-quarter-in- 
the-slot pattern. Mats, apartment bulld- 
ings, small business concerns and the poorer 
residences were equipped with these meters, 
making {it necessary to drop a quarter inside 
to start a light. When the quarter’s worth 
of gas was used another quarter hax to be 
dropped in to replenish the flow. 


Slot Meters Absorbed Coins. 


The result was that the whole city was 
stripped of 25-cent pieces for ordinary cir- 


culation, Persons having slot meters saved 
the coins in order to have them ready; the 
meters held them for a month, of course, 
and then when the company deposited the 
silver in the bank the bank was swamped 
with a legal tender coin that had only a lim- 
ited legal tender application.

Giass, steel, stone, bricks, plaster, “piping, 
rubber, roofing, miscellaneous supplies—these 
are the principal “ staples’ which go to the 
erection of the huge buildings. The supplies 
thus listed come from many parts of the 
world, and the personal and private history 
of each, were such history possible of rela-— 
tion, would make an interesting study. The | 
amount of each used, however, is still more 
interesting to the ordinary resident of Chi- 


cago. 

To the making of the new building just 
Deing completed for Tue Trisuns, for in- 
Stance, an almost incredible amount of ma- 
terial has gone. Eight million seven hundred 
and ninety-one thousand five hundred and 
eighty pounds of steel] were needed to form 
the supports and framework of the new 


structure. Four million bricks and 34,000 [ 


cubic feet of stone have been built up around 
it. Fifty-eight thousand lineal feet of great 
piping have been found necessary to supply 
water, gas, etc:, for the big building. Twelve 
thousand seven hundred and fifty square 
feet of roofing were needed to protect the 
future tenants from the weather, and 1,700 
doors will provide means of ingress and 


>, exit to the various suites and offices. Bight 


hundred. windows will furnish means of light 
and air, and 60,000 square feet of plate glass 
will be fitted into these outside window 
frames. Seventy-five thousand square yards 
of plaster will provide the interior finish for 
the wails; 8,000 square feet of rubber matting 
will rest upon the floors, and there will be 
800,000 square feet of maple flooring. Of 
, paint, varnish, hard-finished lumber, door 
"knobs, window fastenings, elevator and 
plumbing apparatus, and similar “ finish- 
ings *’ used in this one big building, thenum- 
ber and amount can scarcely be estimated. 
And there are large numbers of extra and 
additional supplies necessary for the com- 
pletion of the work which it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to list or catalogue at all. 

Of soil and earth 61,209 cubic yards were 
excavated in order to make room for the 
foundations of the big building. Fifteen 
hundred tons of coal have been consumed 
during the necessary building operations. 
And the services of a large double force of 
men, working days, nights, Sundays, and 
holidays for ten months will scarcely suffice 
to finish the great structure at the con- 


' tracted time. The total number of men

While there are few buildings in Chicago 
as finely built and substantial as the new 
TrRinpuN®E structure, there are about twenty- 
five of similar size and proportions.

Imperial Society of Ficheries and Fish Cul- 

ture, which has been approved by ukase of 

‘the Emperor of Russia, will be opemed on , 

Jan. 28 and close with the congress. 


This exhibition, according to the report off 


W. R. Hollaway, United States Consul Gen- 
eral at St. Petersburg, is open to Russians 
and foreigners alike, and its object is the 
‘interchange of views regarding the improve- 
ments and advances made in all things per- 
taining to fish and fisheries, fresh ang salt. 

Artificial breeding of fish is to receive par- 
ticular attention, and in this department the 
Americans and the English have special in- 
terest. The English have boasted that they 
excel in this art, having devoted more time 
to it, and their claims have not been resisted 
_ by the ‘continental powers until recently. 
The French people, who propose to exhibit 
at St. Petersburg, say they will wait until 
the British have made good their boast by a 
showing of their product, and in this the 
Germans stand with them. The Germans 
are now conducting an interesting series of 


experiments, the details and _ results of 


which will be'shown at the Russian capital. 

American and English fish growers have 
been axzreed for some time that perforated 
Zinc screéns or trays are the best mechan- 
feal appliances in which to treat the trout 
Ova previous to their hatching.

- Dates and inscriptions on the columns tell 
the tale. The great goddess Aphza, most 
lovely of the Greek dwellers on Olympus. 
Olympus smiled down on the Adginans 48) 
years before Christ on that grand Septem- 
ber day’ when the Hellenes fought the fa- 
mous, stirring, and magnificent battle of 
Salamis that ended in scattering the terri- 
ble power of the Persians to the four winds 
of heaven. In all that long and bloody day, 
when galleys ran on galleys and sheared 
them—wood, metal, and men—the galleys of 
the Avginans were the foremost, the shouts 
of the Avginans were the loudest, the 
weapons of the Avginans were the bloodiest. 
For the goddess Aphaea, gigantic, shining, 
stood in the pure glory of marble high on 
their mountain island and looked down upon 
the scene that day.

His triremes, when they spread their 
wings again. to steer around into the open 
Mediterranean and win back to Rome, were 
piled. with precious works of art. Gods 
and goddesses, masterpieces of Praxiteles 
— his school, weighed down the Roman 
ships. 

But the tempests of the Mare ASgaeum 
were faithful if the arms of the Greeks were 
not. . The Roman triremes were never to 
bear their spoils away from the coast. Off 
the Island of Kytherion, the shrine of 
Aphrodite (now Cerigo or Cythera), 
biasts bore down and dashed the fleets with 
all their rowers and warriors and temple 
treasures against the rocky coasts, sinking 
them fifty fathoms deep. 

Centuries passed over them. Christ came 
and passed. His religion was beaten, all 
but shattered, and arose and conquered the 
world. Greeks and Romans vanished. 
Alien power usurped the land and sea, of 
storied Greece and splendid Rome. Steam- 
ships began to roar over the deep grave of 
the men of tlie triremes of Sulla. And then 
one day a diver from the Island of Syme, 
near where the Colossus of Rhodes once 
stood, dropped down in a rubber suit and 
brought up statues of the god Hermes and 
many other beautiful and rare things from 
the bottom of the sea. The dead Sulla’s

Reconstruct Tiberius’ Palace. 


Another archzologist has digged so long 
and well around the ruins of the palace of 
Tiberius, on the Island of Capri, that he

It was from thie island, heavenly 
in ite beauty, and from this palace, so 
glorious that one who dwelied there might 
well have been, like the sun, shining and 
beneficent, that the crue} and fierce orders 
“were iseued that set the world to trembling. 

The picture shows the proud dwelling as 
geen from the southwest. The ascent to 
the place where the two great sphinxes lie 
was guarded by sentinels and followed the 
course of the ancient street that led to the 
summit of the hill.

‘veyor's rod and, bo! he digs up the ruin of the 
house of Nimrod. 

Sven Hardin, aided with money and men 
by the Russian government, is making a 
wonderful trip through that almost unknown 
part of Asia where the great forbidding Gobi 
Desert is. Besides making discoveries that 
will be of vast value to geograpical science, 
he has found the remains of not only one but 
several civilizations that not only are ex- 
tinct mow, but the existence of which at any 
time never had been evem suspected. Near 
the Kara Koshum River he found a temple 
whose ruins showed that it had been of great 
size and greater beauty.

With his usual persistence, Clarence B. 
Moore of Philadelphia is winding around the 
Florida keys in his houseboat, with a gang 
of men ready to dig wherever there are 
signs of the extinct people.

N i Beauties of Chicago Roofs and Rivers, 


HERE is a Chicago practical- 
ly unknown of the great mu!l- 
titudes who throng in and 
about it all day long and évery 
day. It is the. Chicago of the 
business districts and the 
edge of them, notwithstand- 
ing; it is the Chicago which 
can only be seen after dark. 

He that hath eyes to see the beautiful and 
the unusual, let him wander about the 
“ down-town’’ region a little, now and then, 
at night. Let him not seek the neighbor- 
hood of State street, nor the localities in 
which the theaters and placés of amuse- 
ment swallow up and disgorge their count- 
less. multitudes every evening. But let him 
seek rather the dim and silent and deserted 


- streets In which, after. nightfall, few sounds 


dre heard, few human beings noted. Let 
him seek the night-time Chicago which can 
only be seen from the roofs and the river. 
And tet him‘luxuriate in beauty as strange 
and wondrous and heart-stirring as may be 
found anywhere, the world over, in beauty 
which a true artist would travel many miles 
to see. 


Varied and Unpaintable. 


The roofs of Chicago present pictures as 
varied as unpaintable. Black and white re- 
Productions convey a fair impression of 
some of the beauty-wonders to be seen in 
Ohicago at night, but they can do no more 
than hint or whisper of the strange, remark- 
able colorings, the unending panorama of 
light and shade. Battlemented against a 
aky of deepest midnight biue, touched with 
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the long, straight moon rays of shining sil- 
ver which now and then make ‘of the great 
city an enchanted fairyland, or black shad- 
ows against a blacker sky, these roofs are 
always impressive. Steeples, domes, min- 
arets, castellated turrets, high towers, great, 
prison-like masses, all may fe seen from 
almost any spot in down-town Chicago where 
the roof line may be seen at all; the deep 
tones of this picture contrast sharply with 
the long, converging lines of brilliant lights 
which mark out the course of the city’s high- 
ways and boulevards from the roofs them- 
selves. Horace Spencer Fiske of the Chicago 
Univefsity some time since found the view 
from a Woodlawn roof so inspiring that ‘the 
wrote a poem about it, comparing his high 
perch to the deck of a great steamer. The 
truthfulness of this impression can be attest- 
ed by any one who has ever. looked out 
across Lake Michigan, placid or stormy, 
under a wide expanse of moonlit, starry sky, 
from. the top of a high building. And yet 
there is another way of viewing Chicago 
roofs which is twice as effective. This way 
is gained by the river—itself the scene of 
rare and varied loveliness at night. s 

Dusky, mysterious, and “ black flowing ”’ 
as the far-off river of which Thomas Hood 
sang so impressively, the Chicago River is 
wonderfully picturesque and strange—weird, 
if the word were not so badly overworked— 
in the darkness.
